So far aa it bs nutritious the alfal­ 
fa product has the wheat and corn 
badly beaten, and experiments show 
that a man who eats alfalfa products 
can work longer and harder, expert 
cueing less fatigue, than a man who 
makes it meal out of meat. 
Then, too. 
It. is a medicine In a way, as it acts 
upon the nerves, and Omaha doctors 
have commenced prescribing It as a 
remedy for insomnia. 
For the nerves the alfalfa hay comes 
to tho consumer in another form. The 
blossoms are gathered just at the time 
when they are in full bloom. Like the 
hay, they art* dried without moisture, 
and when bone dry they are ground to 
a tine powder, which is a light bim*. 
This powder is made into t.iIdols and 
constitutes a medicine that, while it 
will not cure ail t fie ills, will play 
havoc with insomnia, Indigestion and 
all manner of stomach difficulties. 
Alfalfa Is a crop that can be raised 
on almost any kind of laud, but it 
thrives hest where (lit* soil is loose 
and porous, with :i subsoil that is 
of similar character. 
In other words. 
it will not do us well nor can the best 
results be obtained on clayey land or 
land with :i heavy and solid subsoil. 
So far as Investigation lots been car­ 
ried, the states of Nebraska, Kansas, 
Wyoming and Colorado have been the 
most successful in tho culture of the 
pin ut. 
in the states named alfalfa will pro­ 
duce three crops of hay per year and 
will average one and one-half tons per 
acre per cutting. 
The first cutting is 
early in June, the second four to six 
weeks later and the third late in Au­
